MOROCCO CITY. 


Magnificent In Its Site and In Its His- 
toric Ruins. 

Morocco city, the cupital of the 
southern half uf the Moroecan king- 
dom, is a far more interesting city 
than ez. Architecturally its monu- 
including the famous Kutubia 
tower, the conuterpart of the Giralda 
in Seville; the .ous Mosque of Mu-
